Our Teeth as They suggest tho Sood We

f As the teeth, it must bs ad- 
mitted that in relation to tie subject in 
hand they literally and truly cut both 
ways. lu the complete set of 82 thero are 
2 for grinding, 8 for biting, and 4 for 
tearing. 


Grinding teeth are required for animals : 


Best of Liquors and Cigars

which live on grains and other hard 
vegetable substances; biting teeth are 
necessary for animals which nibble soft 
substances like grasses and somo fruits; 
tearing teeth are essential for cnimals 
which actually tear tough and resistant 
etructures, like flesh, to pieces. 

In man the grinding teeth largcly pre- 
ponderate; and how well fitted the o 
teeth are for grinding seeds, rains, 
acorns, and the like, the teeth of our very 
old forefathers tell a significant and true 
tale. 

In man the biting teeth havo a con- 
spicuous place and a very decisive func- 
tion; with them, even tothe present, the 
killed biter can cut through ‘the finest 
thread, a feat equivalent to dividing tho 
most delicate filament of food fibre that 
grows from the earth. Tho teeth are 
vegetable weapons; they are tho best of 
weapons which the out-and-out vegetar- 
fan can use; they assist him both in 
practice and argument. 

But then there remain those four tear- 
lag fangs, those canine or dog’s teeth, 
so firm, strong, and savage. The canine 
or tearing teeth stand out strikingly in 
favor of the view that man is formed for 
eating flesh; but it cannot be said by tho 
stanchest flesh eater that the flesh-eating 
tendency isthe strongest altogetbcr. No; 
it iscortain that the balanco turns fairly 
the other way. 

It may, however, bo argued, that very 
fact of the existence of only four tearing 
teeth gives countenance to the belief that 
nature has supplied the human animal 
with fangs for devouring animal flesh if 
he is obliged or desiroussotodo. This is 
true, but only to a limited extent, because 
we now know that even the teeth, firm as 
they are, become, by constant habit of 
life, changed in form and character. 

The canine tooth itself, even in the dog, 
has been exceptionally so modified from 
this cause as to lead to a characteristic 
type of structure indicativo of the iu u- 
ence of manner of life on growth when 
extended through many generations,— 
Richardson in Longman's Magazine.

men and those who are secking de- 
sirable homesteads has at last been 


 battracted to this State, and the 


lands of Nevada will be rapidly 
settled by numbers of thrifty peo- 
ple. Our attention, says the Eu- 
reka Sentinel, has been called to 
this fact by the investments of 
some of our Eureka people in the 
school lands lying in the southerly 
portion of the State, and now we 
find that a company has been 
formed by Measrs. Ford Brothers 
and others of Redlands, Cal., who, 
with plenty of capital to back 
them, have taken up about 6,000 
acres of grazing land situated 
principally in Railroad valley, 
Clark Bluff, Sand Springs and Bald 
Springs in Lincoln and Nye coun- 
ties, which they propose to open 
up for cattle ranges, and to put 
under cultivation such portions as 
they may find most desirable for 
that purpose. They have also lo- 
cated a number of water rights at 
Deep creek, Big creek, Willow 
creek and Troy creek, from which 


they intend to raise alfalfa to feed 
their stock. They have also se- 
cured the Chalk Bluff, Sand, Little 
Bally and Cattle Springs, from 
which they will convey water by 
pipe lines to the valleys to water 
their stock. They have had their 
lands and ditches surveyed, and es- 
timate that the work will cost at 
least $30, The ranges, which 
have a scope of about 22 miles in 
width, extend from Troy canyon 
in Nye county, south to Groom 
district in Lincoln county, a dis- 
tance of nearly 75 miles. 

Other ‘parties are taking up 
lands in Nye and Liucoln counties, 
in this State, and in Inyo county, 
Catifornia. Some 1,000 acres have 
been taken up in Pahrump valley, 
where great expectations are en- 
tertaiued of getting artesian water. 
Mr. Winters now owns the Pah- 
rump rauch, in Nye county, said to 
be the finest ranch in the State of 
Nevada. Ile has fully 2,000 acres 
of land, 800 acres of which is under 
cultivation tor hay and grain, be- 
sides as fine an orchard as can be 
found in any part of California. 
and in this he raises every kind of 
fruit that can be cultivated on the 
Pacific Coast. The second best 
ranch in Nevada is probably that 
of Maca, owned by Mr. Yont, and 
situated four miles easterly from 
the Pahrump rauch cu the™line of 
Lincoln and Nye counties. 

A number of persons are taking 
up lands in Southern Nevada on 
speculation in anticipation of rail- 
road lines passing through 
them. The Utah Central railroad, 
formerly known as the Utan 
Southern, has been projected to 
Barstow, on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific transcontinental line in San 
Bernardino county, California, 80 
mites northeast from the town of 
San Bernardino and 14 miles south- 
west from Calico district, and 240 
miles of this road have already 
been constructed to Milford, Utah. 
It is uow stated that another 140 
miles of the line has been surveyed 
to a point six miles west of Pioche, 
and that it will be rapidly pushed 
through to ite southern terminus. 
if the line is completed it will open 
up a number of good mining dis- 
tricts, passing about six miles north 
of Tem Pahute mountains, 12 miles 
from the district of that uname, 12 
miles south of Friberg district,and 
six miles west of Chalk Bluffs. It 
will then run 50 miles further to 
Cain Springs, where it will pass 
the dividing line into California. 
This road would pass 18 miles 
south of Reveille and 50 miles 
south of Tybo. Pahranagat valley 
and Ash Meadows are also attrac- 
tive localities in Southern Nevada 
that it would likely reach. 

From Irish mountain, in Linceln 
county, to Cain Springs in Nye 
county, Nevada, for 150 miles the 
road would traverse an open valicy 
country. 

It is believed that an abundance 
of water may be developed where- 

vor it is required. 

If another railroad were built 
from Eureka. by way of Duck- 
water, through Railroad valley to 
Chalk Bluffs, it would intersect the 
Utah Central line ata distance of 
120 miles, passing the entire dis- 
tance from the mouth of Pinto 
canyon through an n valley 
country. It could be built at as 
small expense as that of any rail- 
road on the Pacific slo d would 
prove of incalculable value to this 
and adjoining districts.

DROUTH IN INDIA. 


Almost Total Failure of the Usual 
Sammer Hains. 


Loxpox, July 15.—The latest 
news from Calcutta indicates that 
the agricultural welfare of India 
has received a severe blow by the 
almost total failure of the summer 
rains. These rains are borne in 
upon the country on the one hand 
from the Indian Ocean, and on the 
other from the Bay of Bengal. 
They are known respectively as 


monsoous. The southwestern mon- 
soou usually sets in at Colombo in 

Ceylon during the last week of 
May, spreading gradually north- 

ward, aud reaching Bombay during 

the first ten days of June. On the 

eastern side the rains usually begin 

at Calcutta about the middle of 
June. The two weeks preceding 

these welcome outbursts are char- 

acterized by great heat and dry- 

ness, Which not only cause much 

discomfort, but prevent also the 

preparation of the ground for sow- 

ing of seed throughout a great 

part of India. The latest telegrams 

show that on the eastern side, un- 

til Thursday of last week, no rain 

had fallen. and that since then the 

rainfall lacked fifteen inches of the 

usual fall, and although some 

showers have occurred at Bombay 

the rainfall there was under eight- 

een inches, while according to the 

usual experience it should have 

reached thirty inches.
